Hippocrates over 2300 years old, the specialty 

modern psychiatry dated from Pinel over 175 

years old, and modern psychopathology dated 

from the work Freud almost years old. 

The significance these facts that clinical psy- 

chology has rich medicopsychological heritage 

with which one must familiar order gain 
historical orientation current problems. Para- 
doxically, the history medical psychology has not 
received the consideration deserves standard 

histories modern psychology such Boring (2) 

Murphy (4). History Medical Psychology 

Zilboorg (7) necessary supplement these. 

contrast with clinical psychiatry and psycho- 
analysis which are direct descendants medical 
psychology dating back from the ancients, clinical 
psychology America has its roots experimen- 
tally-oriented academic psychology which more 
closely related philosophy, physics, and mathe- 
matics than medicine. Lacking the orientation 
the clinical method evolved medical science, 
many clinical psychologists have approached their 
problems from the viewpoint laboratory science 
and have shown lack understanding the basic 
principles clinical methods developed med- 
ical psychology. The result has been schism 
between many clinical psychologists and medically 
trained physicians because mutual failure 
understand differing viewpoints. not desir- 
able for psychologists retrace the steps genera- 
tions physicians and psychiatrists discovering 
the principles clinical science, for physicians 
and psychiatrists retrace the steps taken mod- 
ern psychology applying the experimental method 
the study personality. order avoid fur- 
ther waste time and energy rediscovering 
what common knowledge the older clinical 
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professions, the study the evolution clinical 
science general and medical psychology par- 
ticular should basic requirement the training 
all professional students the psychological 
sciences. 


CLINICAL SCIENCE 


The Nature Clinical Science. Modern medi- 
cine both clinical science and technology. 
The historical development modern medicine 
has been characterized increasing emphasis 
the basic sciences anatomy (gross, microscopic, 
and comparative), biochemistry, physiology (nor- 
mal and pathological), and pathology (gross and 
microscopic). Both medical education and clinical 
practice are currently oriented about thorough 
foundation basic science which operates in- 
troduce the experimental viewpoint wherever ap- 
plicable. Although medical science has not utilized 
experimental and statistical techniques the same 
degree psychology, recent trends indicate that 
knowledge these methods rapidly becoming 
widely disseminated medical science. most 
modern medical teaching centers, there rigid 
adherence experimental methods may found 
psychology. 

Similar comments are applicable the clinical 
handling individual cases. Formerly, clinical 
technology was mainly empirical, i.e. based study 
and “experience” rather than experiment. Toa 
certain degree, therapy must always empirical 
since the primary consideration the welfare 
the patient rather than the conduct scientific 
experiment. Perhaps the most significant develop- 
ment, however, the increasing application the 
experimental approach the individual case and 
the clinician’s own Ideally, diag- 
nosis (description) and treatment each individual 
case may regarded asa single and well controlled 
experiment. The treatment may carefully con- 
trolled utilizing single therapeutic factors, ob- 
serving and recording results systematically, and 
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checking through use appropriate quantitative 
laboratory addition the general 
scientific orientation the individual case, there 
are frequent opportunities clinical practice 
conduct actual experiments determine the valid- 
ity diagnosis the efficacy treatment. For 
example, simple experiment may set 
which placebo and specific drug may ad- 
ministered according definite pattern such 
ABBA with careful recording and mathematical 
analysis results. the most advanced medical 
center practice, experimental methods have largely 
replaced the intuitive methods formerly com- 
monplace. Individual clinicians are encouraged 
apply experimental and statistical methods 
the analysis case results, and larger scale analyses 
are made the experience the whole clinic over 
period years. Thus, the clinician comes re- 
gard each individual case part larger sample. 

Methods Clinical Science. Although the pri- 
mary emphasis the individual case, the basic 
methods clinical science involve the same tech- 
niques description, classification, and explana- 
tion are standard experimental laboratory 
science. The fact that description and classification 
clinical science have the additional objectives 
diagnosis and rational therapy does not detract 
from their essential validity and reliability, since 
all stages the process may objectively quanti- 
fied the same methods analysis are applicable 
any other type data. These points need 
clearly recognized offering rebuttal against 
the oft-repeated statement that clinical practice 
involves art technology rather than science. 
The increasing availability scientifically validated 
tools and clinicians whose judgments may 
demonstrated have high validity and statistical 
reliability rapidly minimizing the necessity for 
the clinican artist rather than scientist. 
Both medical practice and clinical psychology, 
has long since been displaced objec- 
tive methods which may taught 
all who have adequate training these fields. 


example the experimental therapeutic approach 
modern medicine may seen the abandonment older 
empirical methods which several drugs were 
inc uded one prescription the hope that one would 
effective. Current practice involves prescribing 
drugs singly that the effect may experimentally de- 
termined. 
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Description Clinical Science. Clinical medi- 
cine has slowly evolved system for eliciting and 
describing the physical characteristics the or- 
ganism with special reference pathological devia- 
tions. This description technically known 
physical diagnosis. The subject physical diag- 
nosis represents the accumulated experience 
many generations physicians who have developed 
objective system for describing every known 
sign; can taught medical students with such 
exactness that the results the examinations 
competent physicians show very high reliability. 
medical science, when new sign discovered, 
immediately investigated the experimental 
sciences physiology and pathology verify its 
aetiology and significance. 

Techniques for objective description have been 
slower develop psychological science because 
the extreme complexity personality. Psychia- 
try, however, has evolved the concept mental 
status which recognizes that personality characteris- 
tics are constant flux that any description can 
validly refer only the moment which was 
made. Methods for objectively determining men- 
tal status are outlined all standard psychiatric 
textbooks. The best examples 
involve verbatim reports the subject’s actions and 
words with minimum interpretation the 
observer. Clinical psychiatry has developed methods 
for personality study the minutest details 
evidenced case reports single individuals 
totaling hundreds pages. 

Terminology Clinical Science. The modern 
era medicine has been characterized exacting 
attention matters terminology. The prescien- 
tific era lacked uniform system nomenclature 
and utilized personal names and popular terms 
label new discoveries. During the past two decades, 
the basic essentials adequate terminology have 
been determined and made operative. New 
dromes disease are described terms the 
basic pathological processes. standard nomen- 
clature disease has been accepted. The metric 
system has become standard for describing the 
physical attributes objects. The use personal 
names and popular terms has been discontinued. 
The effect these innovations has been standard- 
ize medical science throughout the world. 
Validity and Reliability Clinical Data. The 
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basic validity and reliab ility the data collected 
clinical science are determined the cumulative 
succeeding generations observers 
trained the most advanced methods their times. 
For thousands years, data have gradually accu- 
mulated and been transmitted through formal 
education. The process was painfully slow until 
the modern era scientific medicine. Within the 
last century, all data gathered the prescientific 
era have been carefully rechecked with experimental 
methods determine their validity, and objec- 
tive body fact gathered which will probably stand 
the test time. 

the United States alone there are over 150,000 
physicians; the majority are graduates 
schools where they were exposed ob- 
ject methods thinking and working. With 
such large number practitioners, every new 
discovery now receives intensive clinical trial 
which quickly proves disproves its validity. 
The psychologist will interested knowing 
that this mass clinical trial frequently results 
disproving conclusions drawn from the most in- 
tensive preliminary experiments possible the 
laboratory. effect, the results accumulated 
the entire profession constitute experiment 
grand scale not possible the laboratory. 
interesting example this general principle may 
taken the standardization new drug. 
Federal laws require extensive animal experiments 
determine basic properties and toxicity. The 
drug then released for preliminary human experi- 
ments. the drug safe and efficacious, 
finally released for general clinical use. many 
instances, complete information has been obtained 
only after several years clinical trials mass 
basis. 

Prediction Clinical Science. Extensive training 
under carefully controlled conditions provides the 
physician with wide knowledge clinical syn- 
dromes, the range variation within syndrome, 
and its typical clinical course. this ability 
predict the clinical course single case, the 
basis data from adequate sample similar 
cases, which makes possible valid prognosis. Apart 
from its predictive values understanding 
particular case, accurate prognosis serves check 
the validity the rationale the therapy. 
Given wide experience concerning the range

eventual outcomes with genuine validity. Such 
accurate prognosis permits the anticipation 
problems before they have developed and makes 
case handling more efficacious. this respect, 
perhaps more than any other, that the older clinician 
perceptibly more skillful than the younger, other 
factors being equal. spite the imposing com- 
plexity theoretical knowledge evidenced 
impressive textbooks and medical center education, 
there substitute for experience the transla- 
tion knowledge into practical case handling. 
With all the laboratory procedures available the 
medical center, significant fact that the experi- 
enced country practitioner utilizes the older methods 
direct examination and prognosis produce re- 
sults case handling which compare favorably 
with the best medical center practice. 


DIAGNOSIS CLINICAL SCIENCE 


the following presentation, diagnosis refers 
the description the organism and its behavior 
variety methods whose basic purpose dis- 
cover the personality dynamics individual 
case. implied that the more complete the 
description, the more complete will our under- 
standing why, when, where, and how the indi- 
vidual got that way. Once this information has 
been obtained may utilized for variety 
purposes outlined below. 

Objectives Diagnosis. Historically, the objec- 
tive diagnosis was principally identify disease. 
modern medicine and psychiatry, however, diag- 
nosis involves more than mastering the nomenclature 
diseases and attempting recognize known 
syndrome pathological phenomena. Psychodiag- 
nostics has evolved beyond problems classifica- 
pietely describing each individual case order 
demonstrate the aetiological factors whose dyna- 
mic interplay has produced the unique configuration 
personality traits which person. Among the 
more important objectives diagnosis are: 

demonstrate the aetiological factors. 

differentiate between organic and functional 

disorders. 

discover the personality reaction the 
organism its disability. 
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discover the extent organic damage with 

resulting functional disability. 

estimate the extensity intensity the 
morbid process relation actuarial data 
concerning type and severity. 

determine the prognosis probable course. 

provide rational basis for specific psycho- 
therapy. 

provide rational basis for discussing the 
case with the patient and relatives. 

provide scientific basis for classification 
and statistical analysis data. 

Accurate diagnosis orients the clinician many 
relevant facts relating the pattern disorder 
general and the particulars the individual 
case which may determine the success failure 
the whole process case handling. Brill (3) em- 
phasizes that inability arrive reliable diag- 
noses may threaten psychiatrist’s whole practice, 
particularly cases where necessary organize 
the resources the whole environment produce 
desired results. The beginner primarily concerned 
with diagnosis method for identifying clinical 
syndromes. Identification important but pre- 
liminary step; the experienced clinician utilizes 
diagnosis the foundation for all rational case 

Principles Diagnosis. Accumulated experience 
with problems diagnosis has resulted the 
acceptance the following basic laws: 

The law parsimony. Lloyd Morgan’s canon 
states that the simplest explanation involving 
the fewest possible causal factors usually 
the most probable; attempt should 
made explain all symptoms one rather 
than multiple aetiological agents. 

Evaluation the whole organism. Disorders 
parts part-functions should related 
the whole organism. 
principles Adolf Meyer represent attempt 
classify disorders different patterns 


with the viewpoint nondirective counseling 
expressed Rogers (5). emphasized Super (6), 
nondirective methods are based the diagnosis that all 
maladjustments are caused emotional conflicts, which 
postulate itself questionable. Such unidimensional 
cause for maladjustment not only inconsistent with ac- 
cumulated experience but leads the therapeutic fallacy 
treating every morbid process with singe panacea. 
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reactions the total organism meets the 
environment. 


Principle differential diagnosis. With com- 


plex diagnostic problems, necessary (a) 
recognize the probability that diagnostic 
problem exists, (b) list the known syndromes 
which must considered, (c) weigh and 
evaluate the observed facts the light diag- 
nostic possibilities and reason from them 
logicai conclusions, and finally (d) accept 
diagnosis which explains all signs and symp- 
toms. 


Laws probability. the absence pathog- 


nomonic evidence concerning the nature 
morbid process, mathematical probabilities 
favor those conditions for which there actu- 
arial evidence higher incidence. not 
play the long shots. 


Evaluation evidence. The consensus 


medical opinion that the use the senses 
the most important factor diagnosis, i.e. 
that there substitute for the careful and 
minute observation the living patient. 
Where clinical findings from observation dis- 
agree with laboratory findings, the former have 
frequently proven more valid since 
human errors exist laboratory work too. 
Where apparent conflict exists between 
subjective reports the patient and objective 
signs, the latter have greater weight. 


Cooperative studies. The major contribution 


modern medical center practice the co- 
operation specialists operating team 
clarifying obscure diagnostic problems. 


Pathognomonic signs symptoms. 


data should analysed discover those path- 
ognomonic signs which are specific localizing 
value. 


Koch’s postulates. Although derived from 


bacteriology and not directly applicable 
psychology, these laws state that order 
establish any agent the definite aetiological 
demonstrate that (a) the specific factor must 
always associated with the disease; (b) 
when isolated pure culture, and inoculated 
into healthy susceptible animal, must 
always produce the disease, and (c) should 
obtained again pure culture. Some such 
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criteria are needed psychological science 
establish definite standards for evaluating 
psychogenic factors. 

Diagnosis must continuing process which 
can never complete since the constantly evolving 
pattern individual life not until 
death. The experienced clinician recognizes that 
the exploration all the areas personality 
lengthy process which not unusual carry 
case for years before evidence vital valid diag- 
nosis discovered. personality study, diagnosis 
concerns the description continuing process 
rather than the identification disease. 

Different diagnostic approaches. Although com- 
plete description would ideally explain the dynamic 
personality configurations each individual case, 
the practical situation frequently demands that the 
construct diagnostic summary the 
dynamic factors operant individual case. 
Whether the objective identify disease 
medicine describe the morbid characteristics 
sary make valid analysis clinical data and 
the following methods have classically been used: 

Inductive methods. These involve reasoning 
from the particular the general. Given 
collection signs, symptoms, and other data, 
attempt made differentiate more 
general pathological process capable ex- 
plaining all the clinical findings. This process 
may involve the following steps: 

Collecting all available evidence descrip- 
tive the morbid process. 

Searching for pathognomonic signs. 

Postulating pathological process ex- 
plain clinical data. 

Identifying the postulated pathological 
process with known disease. 

Deductive methods. These involve reasoning 
from the general the particular, i.e. from 
premises theories concrete examples. 
Given knowledge pathology, attempt 
made correlate clinical findings with 
standard patterns disease according the 
following steps: 

Listing all known syndromes even re- 
motely related clinical findings. 
Determining individually whether the 


data are congruent with known syn- 
drome. 

Various outlines may utilized where 
obscure clinical findings cannot imme- 
diately classified, i.e. 

terms aetiological factors such 
heredity, infection, trauma, neoplasm, 
etc. 

ii. terms known disease entities, i.e. 
psychasthenia, etc. (This approach has 

terms dynamic personality proc- 
esses, aggression, rejection, over- 
regulation, over-protection, etc. 

Diagnosis exclusion. Negative diagnosis 
the careful exclusion other diseases no- 
toriously invalid and generally unacceptable 
modern clinical practice. 

Failure diagnose. Modern practice has dis- 
carded the older tendency label disorder 
when its cause was unknown. 
Other diagnoses such “‘hys- 
teria,” are also longer acceptable. The 
term used the absence 
definite positive diagnosis. 

not the specific purpose this paper discuss 
detail the various diagnostic methods which are 
currently available implement the general ap- 
proaches outlined above. 

Role pathology. Psychologists general have 
not shown understanding the role the basic 
ogy concerned with the aetiology and morbid 
processes characteristic each syndrome disease 
disorder. The emphasis gross microscopic 
anatomic pathology concerns the morphology 
disease; pathological physiology, the primary 
concern with the pathogical functioning dis- 
ease; and psychopathology, the emphasis 
disorder the total configuration the individual 
meeting the environment. Pathology, whether 
morphological, physiological, psychological, has 
reached its present important position medical 
science because the recognition that rational ther- 
apy depends upon valid diagnosis which depends 
upon exact knowledge the aetiology and 
dynamic nature morbid processes. medicine, 
pathology (a) recognized the basic course 
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preclinical basic science, (b) required for certifica- 
tion the specialty boards, and (c) required 
medical facilities for approved ratings. 

The evolution psychopathology formal 
subject has occurred more slowly. The methods 
gross and cellular pathology are not directly appli- 
cable psychological problems. Two important 
historical trends are demonstrable. psy- 
chology contributed experimental studies sensa- 
tion, perception, memory, learning, thought, affec- 
tive life and other more complex phenomena such 
hypnosis. inherited the medico-psy- 
chological tradition which included major contribu- 
tions from Virchow, Kraepelin, and Freud. Failure 
these two historical trends amalgamate 
explained the academic isolation academic 
psychology and clinical psychiatry; integration 
long overdue. Whatever the subject matter 
comes called, basic valid diagnosis and 
therapy. 

practical outgrowth the subject pathology 
the clinical pathological conference which de- 
vice for correlating and checking clinical findings 
with the results gross, microscopic, laboratory, 
and other findings. the CPC, the physician 
first makes complete presentation the clinical 
and laboratory findings case and then indicates 
his differential diagnoses, following which the pathol- 
ogist presents his findings which prove the actual 
causes the disease. the psychological sciences, 
the conference might have slightly different or- 
ganization which the clinican would present his 
analysis the individual personality including 
evaluations intelligence and personality dynamics 
following which objective evidence 
metrics, projective testing, electroencephalography, 
etc., would presented. The CPC very effective 
evaluating the clinical abilities individual 
practitioners and constantly rechecking the valid- 
ity diagnosis and treatment. Not only the 
physician stimulated perfect his diagnostic and 
therapeutic abilities, but there public discussion 
his case handling his colleagues. contrast 
with older attitudes professional ethics which 
tended conceal and perpetuate error, the CPC 
operates reveal and correct the causes error and 
improve the clinical abilities all who participate 
them. 
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CLINICAL SCIENCE AND THERAPY 


Many the observations which have been made 
relation scientific methods diagnosis are 
also applicable therapy but lesser degree. 
matters diagnosis, scientific methods are almost 
universally applied within the limits existing 
knowledge. therapy, however, the major ob- 
jective relieve cure the patient and this 
sometimes conflicts with the systematic application 
scientific methods. The modern era has been 
characterized constant revision therapeutic 
methods conformance with the latest discoveries 
basic science. Wherever possible, experimental 
and statistical methods have been utilized the 
evaluation therapy both individual cases and 
with large samples clinical materials. Masses 
data from large samples population have pro- 
vided validation therapeutic methods far be- 
yond that yet obtained from experimental labora- 
tories. 

Definition therapy. therapy should 
differentiated from common-sense techniques 
therapy includes all forms case handling derived 
from scientific evaluation the individual case 
competent personnel. Rational therapy, whether 
directive nondirective, proceeds logically from 
aetiological studies, clinical examinations, and lab- 
oratory studies from which diagnostic formulation 
results. Depending upon therapeutic indications, 
case handling may range from the most superficial 
contacts counseling the most intensive 
depth therapy psychoanalysis. 

Principles therapy. Modern medical therapy 
based upon rigid adherence materialistic con- 
cepts the aetiology disease. The prescientific 
dependence upon empiricism trial-and-error 
methods has been displaced detailed knowledge 
pathology, accurate diagnosis, and the rational 
formulation therapeutic plan which specifically 
adapted the individual case. contrast with 
older irrational methods which various com- 
binations methods were combined, modern prac- 
tice emphasizes the selection specific 
utilized singly according the latest scientific 
knowledge. Among the commonly accepted prin- 
ciples modern therapy are: 
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Adequate diagnostic study. Except emer- 
gency give symptomatic relief, the 
basic essential rational therapy valid 
diagnosis. 

Detailed knowledge limitations methods. 
The clinician should know the exact indica- 
contra-indications for each therapeu- 
tic tool. Choice methods determined 
only after careful consideration indica- 
tions. 

Treating basic causes. Treatment should 
directed toward basic aetiologic factors rather 
than symptoms. Also, the whole organism 
should treated rather than part functions. 

Plan therapy. Alexander and others 

have stressed the importance making 

definite plan therapy for each case with 

specific attention individual needs. 

Specific therapy. Where possible, methods 

known have specific action should 

chosen. Where symptomatic, palliative, 
systemic therapy indicated, these also 
should prescribed specifically. 

Combinations methods. Where possible, 

the use single therapeutic agent one 
time indicated. This provides for more 
controlled variation the experimental fac- 
tor and facilitates scientific analysis data. 
Where combinations are desirable the 
total push method described Myerson, 
these should prescribed rationally. 

Evaluation results. the absence ex- 
perimental statistical proof, therapeutic 
results are evaluated with extreme caution. 
Scientific analysis. Where possible, the lat- 

est scientific methods are utilized the 
analysis individual and group data. 

miraculous panaceas. The history 
clinical science reveals that true panacea 
has never been discovered spite claims 
made for new drugs and methods. Modern 
pharmacology has demonstrated that only 
few the thousands known drugs have 
any specific effect. the even more com- 
plex area psychotherapy, appears im- 
probable that any one method has universal 
applicability. 

10. Eclecticism clinical science. The complex- 

ity the human organism and its disabilities 
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great, that methods therapy must 

equally numerous and complex. Adherence 

any particular thought will 

usually limit the therapist’s effectiveness 

the situations for which his method spe- 

cific. the keynote modern 
science. 

Objectives therapy. The rigid experimentalist 
sometimes overlooks the truism that the basic ob- 
jective therapy improve the patient’s con- 
dition. There are situations which the demands 
scientific method and the needs the individual 
patient are incompatible. Few patients desire 
scientific guinea pigs nor would their relatives 
condone this even though the patient desired it. 
Modern practice, therefore, usually represents 
compromise between what scientifically ideal and 
what practically desirable. This conflict not 
serious insoluble most cases since what best 
scientifically also best for the patient. Within 
the limits this general orientation, may con- 
sider number more limited theoretical objec- 
tives follows: 

Prevention. 
prevention. 

Correction aetiological factors. Anatomical, 
physiological, and psychological factors are 
specifically treated. 

Palliation. Symptomatic treatment directed 
toward the relief subjective symptoms 
vital import the patient. 

Systemic support. Nonspecific measures are 

directed toward the improvement the 

state health the total organism. 

Facilitating growth. Treatment should ideally 
facilitate rather than interfere with natural 
developmental processes. 

More specifically, psychotherapy seeks achieve 
more limited objectives which are specifically cor- 
rective various pathological syndromes which 
are dynamically related the problems the 
organism meeting the environment. 

Reeducation. Since human behavior re- 
garded being largely learned acquired 
through experience, therapy seeks reedu- 
cate and teach new modes adjustment. 

Expressing and clarifying emotional attitudes. 
From the cathartic method psychoanalysis 
current nondirective methods counsel- 
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ing, major emphasis has been placed 
methods securing emotional release and 
expression permissive, accepting en- 
vironment. 

Resolving conflict and inconsistencies. Since 
conflicts and inconsistent attitudes threaten 
personality integration, therapy seeks 
remove repression and ambivalencies the 
mental economy. 

many morbid processes involve immaturity 
and regressive reactions, therapy seeks 
catalyse maturation the most complete 
state development which the individual 
organism capable. 

10. Self-understanding. All psychotherapy has 
the objective stimulating the client 
understand and accept himself, develop 
genuine insight into feelings, attitudes, and 
motivations. 

Conduct practice. The medical profession has 
always insisted that the patient completely free 
choose his physician. The physician free 
accept reject the relationship, but once having 
accepted the patient for treatment, legally 
responsible for handling matters diagnosis and 
therapy according the highest standards existing 
his locality until such time the physician notifies 
the patient that withdrawing from the case. 
Once having chosen his physician, the patient 
supposed follow the directions the physician 
who longer legally responsible the patient 
fails this. 

The ethical physician conducts his practice 
accordance with the Hippocratic Oath and the 
recognized ethics the profession. Errors com- 
mission and omission caused failure observe 
ethical principles apply accepted methods 
treatment make the physician legally responsible for 
malpractice. Since scientific medicine now recog- 
nized universally the basis for standard practice, 
follows that increasing pressure being brought 
upon the individual physician conform scien- 
tific practice wherever possible. 


GENERAL BIOLOGICAL ORIENTATION 


The broad orientation modern medicine 
the direction biological science. significant 
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that such recognized leaders Sigmund Freud and 
Adolf Meyer had genuinely broad and eclectic 
viewpoint based intensive basic training the 
biological sciences which are required medical 
education. Psychologists have 
cepted the principle the desirability broad 
biologic training but practice their training and 
experience have been much more limited. The 
factors which have kept psychology, psychiatry, 
and other specialties scientific isolation are arti- 
ficial and must soon dispelled. Physicians will 
become better doctors when they are oriented 
toward the contributions psychology, and psy- 
chologists will become more effective they acquire 
more general biological and medical orientation. 


SUMMARY 


The history medical psychology has great 
significance for the development clinical psy- 
chology; can profit from the long experience 
medicine. Medical practice has evolved over 
period more than 2300 years with resulting 
accumulation general principles and methods 
thinking which are significant for all clinical 
ties. particularly important integrate the 
contributions the modern era scientific medi- 
cine with clinical psychology break down arti- 
ficial barriers isolation which have impeded the 
mutual development medicine and psychology. 
The evolution the clinical method science has 
been reviewed with special reference problems 
diagnosis and therapy.

HAVE been and still are bombarded 
our daily newspapers and our 
professional journals with statements 


the tremendous need the community for psychi- 
atric service. have been made keenly aware 
the fact that our present psychiatric facilities and 
personnel are totally inadequate handle the actual 
size the psychiatric problem the community. 
shall dwell this issue only briefly. The long 
waiting list our Department Clinical Services 
the Menninger Clinic proves the point. Good 
documentary evidence can obtained from data 
the Veterans Administration which absorbed 
into its services great part the psychiatrists and 
clinical psychologists available this country 
and still finds most its installations understaffed. 

The tremendous demand for psychiatric education 
has also been hammered the last few years 
with penetrating power. Documentary evidence 
for this can had the number applicants 
have had reject our schools. Further evidence 
for this the fact that the Veterans Administration 
working setting still more centers for the 
education psychiatrists and psychologists. Would 
not seem correct then say that times 
such great need for actual services for training 
research superfluous luxury? Let quote 
you passage from Raymond Fosdick’s (Presi- 
dent Rockefeller Foundation) Morton Memorial 
Lecture: talked the other day Lake Success 
with one the high officials the United Nations. 
‘The chief thing lack the present time’ 
said ‘is knowledge, tested knowledge. seem 
have guess our way understand 
correctly, the United Nations official was complain- 
ing that the time passed when political art could 
solve the problems international relations. The

problems have grown tremendous and complex 
that tested knowledge necessary instead the art 
‘guessing our way along.’ Psychiatry and clinical 
psychology are the stage which there great 
discrepancy between the meagerness teachable 
tested knowledge the one hand and the richness 
our experience and versatility the clinical art 
the other. far from assume that 
dealing with people, with human beings, will not 
always retain some extent the character art. 
far from assume that therapy will not 
always some extent dependent the individ- 
ual ingenuity, the individual art the therapist. 
How should think otherwise when even the appli- 
cation well-tested tools, well-tested knowledge 
machines requires the individual ingenuity the me- 
chanic. the matter whether shall 
have well-tested tools, well-tested knowledge, applied 
with clinical ingenuity whether all shall left, 
grossly present, the ingenuity the indi- 
vidual therapist. 

the job research, and research alone, 
produce tested knowledge that can used with 
the art the clinician. The question could 
raised: possible that clinicians their clinical 
work produce this tested knowledge? The atmos- 
phere the Hippocratic oath, the importance 
the clinician discharge his duties the patients 
first, isinimical toresearch. Add this the present- 
day never-ending stream patients and there 
room left for contemplation, peace for theoretical, 
systematic clarification. have seen these years 
stream ingenious, topflight clinicians lecture 
our institution, from all over the country and even 
from overseas. believe that was our over- 
whelming impression that—excepting very few 
like the late Fenichel—systematizing ingenuity was 
not part these clinicians’ equipment. the 
other hand the academic men who lectured here 
showed that the clinical immediacy the problems 
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and the formation concepts terms meaningful 
and useful clinicians were more less missing 
their thinking. The task therefore the crea- 
tion research atmosphere within the clinical 
setting which will introduce academically trained 
people clinical problems and induce clinical people 
clear theoretical systematic thinking. Only this 
coupling can assure substantial development 
psychiatry and clinical psychology. This develop- 
ment, however, will not take place academically 
trained people coming into the clinical setting will 
only introduced into its hectic character, its 
restlessness, its lack peace. Nor are clinicians 
going induced theoretical thinking simply 
living side side with academic people. Only 
the creation island peaceful work the clini- 
cal setting within which sufficient time for contem- 
plation given, will make such marriage fruitful. 

have raised the question whether not, this 
time great demand for psychiatric services and 
for psychiatric education, research should con- 
sidered dispensable luxury. After the foregoing 
considerations answer would that clinical 
services and teaching, insofar they deplete all 
our sources research personnel and finances, 
that should considered this time luxuries, 
rather than research. 

However, without clinical practice clinical psy- 
chological and psychiatric research would tend 
become sterile. Without teaching would become 
divorced from the responsibility and the possibility 
self-perpetuation raising new researchers. 
were not for these facts, one would want 
recommend that the most able psychiatrists and 
clinical psychologists withdrawn altogether 
some means from practice and teaching 
cloistered for research. 

turn, however, from this enlightening para- 
dox the confused and confusing reality, find, 
besides the fact tremendous need for service and 
training, further facts which deserve our serious 
consideration. believe that charting the course 
our research our responsibility take stock 
the major factors which are influencing psychiatric 
and clinical psychological research the country. 
feel that together with formulating our own re- 
search plans have formulate also general 
principles for which all will stand the various 
responsible positions our respective professions 


and American life. Without effective work 
this broader plane stand little chance realize 
our own research plans. 

There seem four major factors that have 
decisive influence present upon the future 
research psychiatry and clinical psychology: 
(1) The distribution talent, (2) public awareness 
the need for research, (3) the National Mental 
Health Act, and (4) the private foundations. Let 
take these one one. 

Psychiatric and clinical psychological talent 
present thinly spread all over the country. Years 
ago already Gregg his Salmon lectures clearly 
recognized one the factors responsible for this 
thin spread. concluded that the greatest single 
enemy medical research the competition 
private practice with its great earning opportunities 
and lure for the able and self-assertive man. 
consider addition that the Veterans Administra- 
tion has opened large number positions—com- 
pared with the number available psychiatrists 
and clinical psychologists—and that with the in- 
creasing need for teaching, new departments 
psychiatry and schools clinical psychology have 
opened up, have plentiful explanation for this 
spreading thin and diverting from research psy- 
chiatric and clinical psychological talent. Further, 
find that able young psychiatrists and clinical 
psychologists, the future promise for psychiatric 
and clinical psychological research, are now absorbed 
institutions and universities high teaching 
and administrative positions. These men who were 
slated our minds for research are now casting 
around for more people add their departments 
are now engaged creating private clinics. 
They all this with the pipe dream that when they 
find enough people man their respective institu- 
tions they will have opportunity for research. Yet 
know very well the facts clinical practice and 
education: the need for therapy insatiable; there 
come always new and more patients; the demands 
education beyond all bounds because pro- 
fessional discipline which grossly art. can 
only taught precept. The energies teach- 
ers and clinicians are all absorbed these tasks. 
believe that there are two things that can done: 
first, must build professional public opinion 
which will build dams against the lures private 
practice giving recognition and standing 
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people research and not merely, has been 
done far, people who write papers. Profes- 
sional standing, professional respect and reward 
for people painstaking, systematizing work has 
enhanced order make the positions for 
such work attractive. Still along the same lines, 
the main institutions responsible for the thin spread 
the professional talent have strive concen- 
trate talented men few chosen places and enable 
them devote themselves freely research work. 
know that the Veterans Administration has 
provided generously for research finances through 
direct grants well through grants the Na- 
tional Research Council. have say the 
Veterans Administration that money alone will 
not it. First, research talent will not arise 
without concentration few places able people. 
Second, research positions have fulfill two criteria: 
they must financially attractive and have tenure, 
and they must not linked with demand for 
immediate production. Research does not flourish 
has deliver the goods immediately. Good 
thinking not characterized the ability pro- 
duce immediately; though good thinking can real 
need called upon for immediate production. 
Physics and chemistry which rose the national 
emergency the course the war did not 
merely because pressure but rather because many 
years painstaking preparation made their think- 
ing sufficiently good rise real need. Pressure 
alone would have never done it; pressure alone will 
never it. 

The second major factor that has decisive influ- 
ence upon psychiatry’s future public awareness 
the need for psychiatric and clinical psychological 
research. Psychiatry and clinical psychology have 
been oversold. discipline whose earning power 
great and which addition oversold 
danger that its needs will not seen. That 
particularly true research needs. That this 
not merely theoretical speculation clearly 
shown the fact that even the planned appropria- 
tions the National Mental Health Act which are 
monumental compared with research finances 
have had far for psychiatry and clinical psychology 
not come the advertised even the actual 
size the psychiatric problem. The other danger 
the psychiatric and clinical psychological position 
the great public demand—due overselling— 
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for the application psychiatry and psychology 
industry, personnel relations, and social and 
political affairs. Psychiatrists and psychologists 
were only too tempted hear these demands. 
Yet the fact that well-tested knowledge not 
extant and psychiatrists and psychologists are— 
use Fosdick’s their way 
would suggest that let others their way 
along” even with the help psychological insight 
would able guess ten, twenty, thirty 
per cent better. certainly could not any 
better than that. should hammered into 
psychiatric and psychological well into the 
more general public consciousness that psychiatrists 
and clinical psychologists must left cope with 
the patients and with the enormous expanse 
research problems and not run try solve the 
ills the world right away. have discipline 
ourselves and let first things come first. Surely, 
would want contribute the solution the 
world’s problems, bridging the gap that came 
about when technological progress outstripped 
development our interpersonal, social, and inter- 
national relations. However, will best able 
that we, for the time being, resign ourselves 
professionals further establish the science 
our own profession and take stands the social, 
political, and international affairs only individuals, 
acting our own personal responsibility. Public 
consciousness has influenced, however, 
another respect also. our whole huge country 
all the research professors psychiatry can 
counted one hand. Researchers 
hardly have tenure. They are hoping become 
regular professors, research professorships being 
scarce, and when they achieve this hope they are 
weighed down with duties education and research 
aims are relegated best minor importance. 
This true also where research connected with 
clinical work; there practical duties lure away from 
research and militate against systematic thinking, 
while propagating artistic intuitive thinking. 
must build public consciousness which will 
value long-range thinking, which will not reward 
its thinkers—as Cannon put it—with deanships, 
reward Trojan horse character. 

Our civilization underestimates leisure. fails 
distinguish from idleness, and thereby cuts 
rich source power and inventiveness, imagi- 
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nation and creativeness. believe speak with the 
authority the best researchers this country 
when say that will have educate our public 
rising knights defense leisure, leisure for 
the researcher and thinker, leisure institutionally 
created and protected. will have this 
providing finances, and positions, protecting 
ourselves from premature social application, 
creating groups people who can fertilize the 
thinking each other instead spreading our 
talents very thinly. 

The third major factor psychiatry’s future 
the National Mental Health Act. The existence 
this Act great step ahead. must not forget, 
however, that research not the sole purpose this 
Act and that within its functioning the relative 
emphasis may either supporting services, 
education, research. the considerations here 
advanced concerning the relative importance 
these should hold for the National Mental Health 
Act also. Research will fostered primarily 
only the general consciousness concerning need 
for research foremost the psychiatric and clinical 
psychological community well the broader 
community. the problem research proper 
within the Mental Health Act, series considera- 
tions deserve our attention. Foundations that have 
supported psychiatric research the past have 
contributed little the firm grounding psychi- 
atric research general and security, tenure, 
and leisure the researcher. They supported iso- 
lated researches psychiatry and even clinical 
psychology but the general that these 
researches are undertaken order “deliver 
the within given range time. Most 
these have been short range grants and guaran- 
teed tenure. The researcher’s security therefore 
depended upon his carrying another job well. 
This, necessity, took his leisure away. There 
have been only very few exceptions this rule. 
Now the National Mental Health Act will not 
position endow research institutions 
create continuous fellowships research positions 
places other than the National Mental Health 
Institute. should, therefore, vigorously 
pointed out the administrators the National 
Mental Health Act that they will contribute 
building psychiatric and clinical psychological 
research and determining its policy for the coun- 


try giving long-range grants. These, however, 
will depend upon annual appropriations Con- 
gress. What other safeguards could sought 
within the functioning the National Mental 
Health Act for the continuity psychiatric and 
psychologic research? The only one, believe, 
that the administration this Act support re- 
searches formulated general terms. That is, not 
support mainly researches concerning isolated 
bits problems carried mainly isolated 
investigators but rather support groups in- 
vestigators who attack general problems without 
binding themselves obtain specific results with 
specific methods. have mind researches like 
those conducted schizophrenia Worcester 
State Hospital where the grant was given for any 
investigations their changing team investigators 
cared undertake and was the position under- 
take the field schizophrenia. Similarly, have 
mind broadly defined research projects leaving 
the team and its changing interests, facilities 
and opportunities, define what they will doing. 
Thereby the project would not terminate when 
isolated attack seems have exhausted its useful- 
ness when investigator leaves, but will 
continued whether not one attack seems have 
survived its usefulness. 

Another problem pertaining the Mental Health 
Act that its existence does and will influence 
profoundly the attitude and relationship private 
foundations psychiatry. already know 
two foundations which have suspended allocating 
funds psychiatric research pending decision 
until after the policies the National Mental 
Health Act have been established. This imposes 
added responsibility upon administrators the 
Mental Health Act. 

Still another problem the National Mental 
Health Institute planned the bill setting the 
Foundation. not certain whether under the 
present precarious personnel situation such 
institute will actually play positive negative 
role the development psychiatric and clinical 
psychological research. Since, however, years will 
pass between the bill, the appropriation, the erec- 
tion the building, and the selection the per- 
sonnel, premature judge the significance 
such Institute. 

Now about private foundations. Grants for psy- 
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chiatric and psychological research will supplied 
the National Mental Health Act andprobably 
such amounts and many places that con- 
sidering the present shortage research personnel 
justified demands such money will remain 
unfulfilled. What will the function private 
foundations the field psychiatry and psychol- 
ogy? believe that the job the administra- 
tors the National Mental Health Act and all 
people who think the future psychiatric re- 
search state clearly that present the tasks 
the various foundations supporting psychiatric and 
psychological research are: endow institutions for 
psychiatric and psychologic research and endow 
research professorships, and secure the oppor- 
tunity that professionals attainment and reputa- 
tion spend years away from their usual professional 
pursuit institutions research psychiatry with 
traditions different from their own. will the 
federally supported research and point out that 
where these limitations start, indicated above, 
there the role the private foundations begin. 
Coming the research activities the Menninger 
Foundation, are faced with the very same prob- 
lems that encountered the broader setting. 
Our greatest problem this period was that even 
the sparse research personnel had this year 
was called upon perform other duties the detri- 
ment research work. spite all this, due 
teamwork and strenuous efforts, the major current 
research project, the Hypnosis Project, progressed 
and yielded results which have been described 
five research publications; the major research project 
preparation, the Infant Research Project, forged 
its way ahead and yielded some preliminary results 
embodied eight different presentations. The 
major research project that was completed this 
year, the and Evaluation Diagnostic 
Psychological Test Procedures” brought its final 
yield embodied seven different publications, one 
which was the monograph Psychologi- 
2000 sets which was exhausted the end the 
year. Preparations for reprinting were made. 
Several other minor research projects were carried 
out yielding results embodied seven different re- 
search publications. Research projects the se- 
lection medical men and psychologists for training 
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psychiatry and clinical psychology have been 
initiated and assistance for them from the Veterans 
Administration has been assured. 

The personnel shortage and the demand the 
time research personnel discussed the general 
section thus exerted its detrimental effects very 
strongly our research work. Our situation 
this respect was difficult that had return 
grant which had already obtained for specific 
piece work the diagnosis and etiology alco- 
holism, for the lack personnel. The strenuous 
efforts made attract new research personnel 
were not very successful. There are means 
can adopt improve our situation and these will 
soon pointed out. Yet need general measures 
adopted the whole psychiatric and psy- 
chological community well the common 
consciousness the public assure continuity 
research through available research personnel. 

Efforts obtain support for general long-range 
research project problems infancy, though 
had general support for the preliminary work, re- 
mained this date unsuccessful. The situation 
that while for specific circumscribed work grants 
are more easily available, for long-range general 
planning such support difficult obtain. Only 
the administrators the National Mental Health 
Act will the position give such grants. 
also very likely that order continue and 
enlarge the hypnosis research project, which 
progresses involves more and more the general 
problem research psychotherapy, will have 
approach the Administration the National 
Mental Health Act. The progress our research 
work leads away from specific, isolated projects and 
makes necessary financial support for very generally 
formulated projects. The hypnotherapy project 
leads broad research therapy within the 
framework which all kinds therapies may 
subjected scrutiny and investigation, and 
within the framework which the psychology all 
types adjuncts therapy, e.g., hypnosis, drugs, 
etc., can freely investigated. 

financing our research work had also the 
difficulty that have had search for money 
for definite research projects accept money that 
could had for certain research and had 
search then for people it. These procedures 
are wasteful. need finances assure global 
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coverage our research, allowing bring new 

research workers their own terms without pre- 

defined projects, supporting them develop their 
own research projects, with their tenure not tied 
specific projects. This the way our far success- 
ful projects have been built up. Therefore, either 
will obtain unearmarked reasearch funds directly 
given our Foundation from private individuals 
must obtain grants financing research positions 
rather than research projects from various founda- 
tions without stipulation the type research 
done the men obtain fill these positions. 

have been making extensive preparations 
the course this year for our future research pro- 
gram. The plans center around the problems 
consider present crucial for our field: 

the research project the application hypnosis 
general exploration various psychotherapeutic 
procedures and various adjuncts psycho- 
therapy. 

contribution toward the development pre- 
ventive psychiatry made through ex- 
ploration the development infants and small 
children and therefore our research infancy 
which has been preparation for the last two 
years has come more and more into the center 
our attention. 

Our diagnostic test tools need improvement and 
adding the new standardized validated test- 
ing procedures. Therefore, have set plans 
continue the work started with the project 
which brought forth the volumes 
Psychological These plans include 
explorations perceptual processes for diagnos- 
tic purposes and explorations thought organ- 
ization schizophrenia. 


Definitive work etiological classification 
psychiatric disorders one the most urgent 
needs psychiatric practice, training, and clini- 
cal research. have made preparations 
embark early large-scale nosological explora- 
tions establish the actual form varieties 
psychiatric illness take our times. The plan 
this investigation includes the follow-up and 
re-study 3000 cases seen this Institution 
the course the last ten years. The follow-up 
work which one the most sorely neglected 
procedures psychiatric work all over the coun- 
try will come important aid this ex- 
ploration. 

Selection principles for candidates for psychiatric 
training are urgently needed expedite training, 
therefore undertook such selection projects 
collaboration with the Veterans Administration. 

Thus, the five outstanding fields exploration 
are planning embark continue are: 

(a) evaluation therapies, (b) contribution pre- 

ventive psychiatry infant and small child studies, 

(c) development more effective diagnostic testing 

tools, (d) general nosological, etiological exploration 

psychiatric disease, (e) search for criteria: what 
makes good psychiatrist and good psychologist. 

The field wide open, spite the advance- 
ments the last fifty years, little all these prob- 
lems has been settled definitely and our job 
contribute directly with our research and indirectly 
with our influencing psychiatric, psychological and 
general public consciousness the solution these 

problems. Somehow hard escape the im- 

pression that are late and the time flying: 

research the fat the land which practice and 
teaching live—we must act vigorously replenish 
this fat the land.

preparation clinical psychologists for 

professional employment has been the sub- 

ject much study during recent years. 
regrettable, therefore, that the title and in- 
troductory remarks the article Hutt and Mil- 
ton (3) the AMERICAN February 
1947 should have carried the suggestion that the 
account which followed constituted full record 
the professional employment clinical psycholo- 
gists the military service. And there reason- 
able question regarding the wisdom the sug- 
gestion contained their concluding remarks which 
urged that the training clinical psychologists 
altered toward meeting situations such presented 
the Army medical program. 

may accept Doll’s (2) definition clinical 
psychology “‘the science and art employing 
psychological principles, methods and procedures 
promote the welfare the individual person for 
purposes optimum social adjustment and ex- 
clinical psychology was practiced the 
Army professionally trained workers early 
1942, more than two and one-half years prior 
the inception the Surgeon General’s program 
described Hutt and Milton. 

This earlier work followed the authorization (6) 
the War Department July 17, 1941, the 
inauguration special training units replace- 
ment training centers for the individuals 
who reason mental attitude capacity, lack 
ability understand speak the English lan- 
guage, inability read and write, lack common 
knowledge, other deficiency, are not immediately 
suited undertake the regular replacement train- 
ing center course instruction prescribed for 
trainees, who during the regular course in- 
struction indicate that they require special atten- 
correlative feature this activity was

provide basis for the return civilian life those 
who could not made into useful soldiers within 
reasonable period time. Clinical psychologists 
were assigned duty training centers imple- 
ment the above program. the early part 
1943, they were also assigned replacement depots 
both the continental United States and overseas, 
where they were able control the further assign- 
ment psychoneurotic casualties. 

The survey made Hutt and Milton the 
trend activities the Medical Department dur- 
ing the one and one-half year period from Septem- 
ber 1944 April 1946 led them emphasize the 
importance personality testing and evaluation, 
intensive supervised training counseling and 
therapy, and the opportunity for clinical research 
the training clinical psychologists who are 
called upon work with neuropsychiatric patients. 

While there intention denying the de- 
sirability experience the above fields for 
clinical psychologists, the present writer does con- 
tend that the training clinical psychologists should 
not too heavily predicated statistics derived 
from job analysis duties special situation. 
The evidence submitted Hutt and Milton reflects 
the medical interest and control psychological 
services the wartime program surveyed, and any 
inferences for the training clinical psychologists 
are that extent limited. 

The duties performed some clinical psycholo- 
gists the special training program the Army 
offer useful hints regarding professional preparation 
which supplement the suggestions Hutt and Mil- 
ton. The trend noted these authors toward the 
increased employment clinical psychologists 
individual therapy should not allowed obscure 
the fact that the objectives clinical psychologists 
working with individuals who presented various 
adjustment difficulties, were often accomplished 
through the administrative processes planning, 
organizing, and controlling training activity 
and the relation individual soldiers it. More 
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specifically, this was done special training units 
developing principles and techniques for selecting 
trainees who might reasonably profit from such 
training; selecting and instructing trainer per- 
sonnel; developing courses instruction and 
controlling other factors, such living arrange- 
ments; devising training aids; producing 
practical techniques for evaluating performance; 
making suitable disposition various individuals 
with limited possibilities development; and 
interpreting the possibilities and limitations 
special training staff officers and suggesting work- 
able alternatives for problems outside the legitimate 
scope the special training program. 

the basis such experiences, the writer sug- 
gests that the services clinical psychologists will 
accorded substantially higher recognition 
proportion the degree which, addition 
psychological insight, they demonstrate dependable 
administrative capabilities. When clinical psy- 
chology practiced under medical auspices, how- 
ever, the duties psychologists are conceived 
primarily adjunct psychiatric techniques 
diagnosis and therapy. this ancillary role, 
less responsible level performance evidently 
expected, and the professional qualifications are 
adjusted such level service. 

example this the program established 
recently the War Department (4) for the appoint- 
ment officers the Regular Army, under Public 
Law 670 (79th Congress), providing for the com- 
missioning personnel the Medical, Dental and 
Veterinary Corps the Medical Department the 
grade first lieutenant with less than three years 
actual constructive service, and the grade 
captain with three more but less than twelve 
years service. Officers the Pharmacy Corps, 
which clinical psychologists are currently as- 
signed, are commissioned second lieutenants with 
less than three years actual constructive service 
and first lieutenants with three more but less 
than six years actual constructive service. (Con- 
structive service credit based the amount 
which the age the applicant the date ap- 
pointment exceeds years.) Under these con- 
ditions, not surprising witness exodus 
qualified psychologists from the military service. 

To-day loss qualified psychiatrists and 
auxiliary personnel such that rapidly becom- 
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ing impossible for the Medical Department 
carry out its mission the care, treatment, and 
proper disposition neuropsychiatric casualties 
and give assistance and advice the prevention 
those casualties the military neuro- 
psychiatry training program recently established 
meet this situation, the Medical Department has 
set 26-week course for training and designation 
psychologists personnel who satisfy the 
following requirements: 

“Should have Master’s Degree psychology 
with specialization clinical, educational, indus- 
trial psychology; least college education with 
specialization education, personnel administra- 
tion, educational clinical psychology, 
equivalent training and experience.” Officers who 
are college graduates, possessing certain specified 
military occupational classifications but not pos- 
sessing all specialized educational requirements, 
may apply for training.

The general policy the Division Behavior 
Studies the Jackson Laboratory that its re- 
search should have some bearing basic general 
theories comparative sociology and social psy- 
chology, with the ultimate goal that these studies 
will useful solving human social problems. 
The members the conference were therefore asked 
advise the laboratory regarding the areas re- 
search which appeared most important, most 
fruitful, and best adapted the facilities the 
Jackson Laboratory. 

With Dr. Robert Yerkes General Chairman 
the conference, the members were organized

The conference members first examined the re- 
sources the laboratory, including the many in- 
bred strains genetically pure mice which have 
long been useful cancer research well the 
newer facilities Hamilton Station, where be- 
havior laboratory has been set and where other 
genetic stocks mammals, particularly dogs, are 
available. 

The meetings resolved themselves into informal 
talks the relationship current experimental 
work the laboratory and were later summarized 
committee reports after much discussion. There 
was pressure bring unified report which 
every one could give entire approval, since was 
felt that this would probably handicap suggestions 
for new work. 

The members the committee the Genetic 
Background Social Behavior tended emphasize 
the usefulness animals which have controlled 
heredity, particularly pointing out the richness 
material available the Jackson Laboratory’s 
stocks inbred mice. They also emphasized the 
need for research the pleiotropic effects genes 
which may affect behavior. 

the discussion Social Behavior and Motiva- 
tion there was tendency remind the members 
the many unsolved problems relating aggressive 
and defensive fighting. was also suggested that 
the theory interaction between various types 
motivation and emotional factors was very im- 
portant one; and that the genetic theory factors 
which interact, rather than producing simple addi- 
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tive effects also important psychology. The 
need for the study the emotion fear was brought 
out the discussion abnormal behavior, and 
was further suggested that emotions could related 
learning theory considering unpleasant emo- 
tions problems which had solved and which 
might lead neurotic behavior not solved 
properly. this several other committee 
sessions, attention was called the need for re- 
search border-line areas between human and ani- 
mai societies. Specific questions were 
garding animal language and animal culture. 
Clear these problems would make pos- 
sible muck better comparisons between animal and 
human data. was also suggested that the tech- 
niques for producing experimental neuroses could 
applied the genetic material available the 
Jackson Laboratory with idea finding out 
whether not there were genetic differences 
nervous stability. 

was strongly argued that other factors than 
basic ability may lead differences learning and 
intelligence tests, that differences emotions and 
motivation are particularly important, well 
differences responsiveness stimulus cues. 
This problem needs additional investigation both 
animal and human subjects. 

The committee the Physiological Background 
Behavior discussed the possibility that differences 
end-organ responses hormones might the 
basis for genetic differences certain socia! 
behavior, particularly sexual behavior and the care 
the young. The committee also suggested that 
the time was probably ripe for analysis be- 
vior differences terms the chemistry the 
enzyme systems nervous tissues. 

Meeting the last day, the committee Social 
Organization and Leadership stressed the impor- 
tance considering any behavior trait relation 
the animal society whole, and was pointed 
out that there was great need for the study 
social behavior the levels the group and the 
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whole society, well with individuals. this 
end field studies well laboratory studies are 
invaluable. The problem leadership and social 
control important one from the 
point view practical application scientific 
discoveries the social sciences. There was again 
emphasis the study aggressive versus 
cooperative tendencies societies. 

Outside the regular program the conference 
Carpenter discussed the problem re-educa- 
tion Germany; Liddell and others discussed 
the problem studying emotional and neurotic 
behavior free situations; and special committee 
science writers reported the best methods for 
making scientific research socially effective. 

The conference was run along somewhat unusual 
lines, which may have had something with its 
success. The members were limited number 
and selected represent one common interest and 
many different points view. The conference was 
held the same building which the members 
ate and slept, which meant that they could 
constant contact with each other. Perhaps most 
important was the feature asking the members 
not prepare formal papers advance the con- 
ference. This meant that the committee members 
had consult each other and make their talks 
and discussions conform the audience and purpose 
the conference. The result was that all programs 
were attended almost unanimously, and heard with 
great interest. The conference 
successful arousing enthusiasm for work, both 
the Jackson Laboratory and the visiting mem- 
bers elsewhere. 

Considered whole, the reports give innu- 
merable valuable research suggestions, and lay 
the groundwork for cooperative effort, both between 
the Jackson Laboratory and other institutions, and 
between the laboratory and private summer in- 
vestigators. complete report the conference 
proceedings will published separately. 
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REPLY “PROFESSIONAL FRUSTRA- 
TION GOVERNMENT 


With the government’s peacetime need for trained 
psychologists all-time high and with the pres- 
tige government science already low, 
necessary that criticisms government service 
phrased more precisely are avoid wholesale 
damage important areas professional psychol- 
ogy. Dr. Chase has stated recent article, 
1947, 73-75, that government 
psychologists are “plagued the condition 
‘professional resulting from attempts 
realize professional values which are conflict 
with those government administrators. Though 
careful reading the article will show that Dr. 
Chase was referring only the fields clinical 
and personnel psychology, his conclusions were 
general that one might well have received the im- 
pression that all government psychologists were 
equally thwarted. Such not the case, and 
unfortunate that the all-inclusive titleand the sweep- 
ing conclusions could not have been expurgated 
their generalities before publication. 

example one group government psycholo- 
gists who have not experienced professional frus- 
tration furnished the experimental psycholo- 
gists the Naval Research Laboratory. Either due 
the fact that their work carried out labora- 
tory because the different field psychology 
involved, the causes frustration mentioned 
being wide-spread government not arise 
NRL. Here, psychologists are treated not 
technicians but scientists. They occupy positions 
identical with held physicists, chemists, 
and research engineers. Furthermore, their scien- 
tific judgments are accepted without question the 
agencies within the Navy. 

Dr. Chase has stated that necessary com- 
promise one’s professional values government 
psychology. This not true NRL. this 


opinions contained herein are the private 
ones the writer and are not construed official 
reflecting the views the Navy Department the naval 
service large”, 


laboratory, psychological research programs are 
conceived psychologists, executed psycholo- 
gists, and reported psychologists. There 
administrative interference whatsoever with any 
phase research. Every psychologist the 
laboratory stands professionally upon his own feet. 
free conduct his research whatever way 
sees fit. not necessary that work through 
administrators around administrators carrying 
out his program. must succeed fail his 
own. 

There are, doubt, many other government 
psychologists who, like myself, not share with 
Dr. Chase his belief the universal necessity 
professional frustration within the government.

tells what psychologists think about the impor- 
tance the undergraduate laboratory course 
general experimental psychology, especially train- 
ing for clinical psychologists. There expressed 
fairly general belief that even clinical psycholo- 
gists should understand scientific method and should 
learn think terms concrete evidence.

They 
have their opinions, but they present very little 
evidence and one them mentions controls. 
(Doubtless here criticizing own report 
Anastasi.) 

count twelve important statements opinion, 
unsupported except the authority the speaker. 
believe the requirement one semester ex- 
perimental psychology essential...” “My own 
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personal reaction think there certain 
psychological sophistication that comes 
should not like personal feeling 
very definitely that....” 

There are four bits evidence given. Three 
these (p. 61) state that, the recent emergency, 
men trained experimental psychology rapidly 
acquired skill clinical psychology. The other 
item (p. 60) that one respondent can, advanced 
courses, separate the papers the students who 
have had training experimental psychology from 
the other papers. 

Perhaps the expert trusted these mat- 
ters, even does not rely evidence show the 
superiority those persons who are trained rely 
evidence, but not feel sure. There 
much stereotypy and cant the consideration 
these problems transfer training. should 
like see some controls first, and then, there 
demonstrable difference, get evidence show 
whether the difference due courses taken and 
differences that lead some people choose science, 
when they have choice, and other people omit 
it.

MORE EFFECTIVE USE MACHINE 
SCORED EXAMINATIONS 


With soaring enrollments introductory courseS 
psychology, many departments have begun 
use machine scored examinations free staff mem- 
bers from routine paper scoring. The system 
common use made available the International 
Business Machines Company, and furnishes 
printed answer sheet which can used con- 
junction with mimeographed set questions.

The answer sheets are designed flexible that 
either true-false multiple choice examinations 
may used. The student indicates his choice 
answer making mark with special pencil. 

The scoring machine provides rapid and ac- 
curate score—either items correct, items wrong, 
both. Some instructors have encountered diffi- 
culty discussing examinations with their classes 
when the papers are returned the students be- 
cause the machine makes marks the paper— 
way indicates which items are correct and 
which are error. For the teacher who uses ex- 
device, this constitutes genuine block the use 
this time saving machine. 

Psychologists the University Wisconsin 
have devised method which eliminates this disad- 
vantage and increases the usefulness machine 
scored examinations. After the machine scoring 
completed, the papers are accurately stacked, and 
the key placed the top the pile. The stack 
papers then firmly clamped soft wooden 
board means clamps. hole then drilled 
through each correct answer the key sheet, 
through all the papers the wooden block be- 
neath using inch twist drill drill press. 
has been discovered that the best result will 
obtained when the drill press set operate 
moderately high speed produce clean holes with- 
out tearing the paper, Drilling five hundred answer 
sheets for hundred item examination takes only 
about seven minutes. 

The result the drilling operation that each 
student provided with accurate copy the 
key, and can observe his errors readily—each 
blackened area that does not have hole drilled

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APRIL MONTH MEETINGS 


April month meetings for psychologists. 
During April the Southern, Southwestern, and 
Eastern Psychological Associations held their annual 
meetings. The Division Anthropology and 
Psychology the National Research Council met. 
did the APA’s Board Editors and Policy and 
Planning Board. Just barely outside the month, 
the Midwestern Psychological Association held its 
annual meeting and the APA Board Directors 
held the winter meeting called for the new 
constitution. 

The meetings the three APA Boards—Directors, 
Editors, and Policy and Planning—provided 
opportunity for much APA work. The formal 
reports these Boards will appear later issues 
the AMERICAN Here are some 
the highlights. 

The Board Directors was the first meet. 
For three days, from March through March 30, 
its members lived and worked the Michigan 
Union Building the University Michigan. 
All members were present. They are pictured 


the conference table the accompanying 


photograph. 
The largest single item business was considering 


applicants for Associate membership. This 


the first year that new Associates have been 
elected any time other than the annual meeting 


the Association. This change was made for 


two reasons. The number applicants has grown 
great that took too much the Board’s 
time September, when many other matters had 
prepared the Board for action the annual 
meeting the Council Representatives. Con- 
sequently, last September, the Council delegated 
responsibility for electing new Associates the 
Board Directors. 

The second reason grew out the new divisional 
structure the APA. When new applicants are 
considered both the APA and the divisions 
the September meeting, confusion bound arise 
over whether applicant has been approved both 
the APA and the division his choice. Mov- 
ing APA election the winter allows the applicant 
join APA and then apply division. 
September the divisions can act upon the applica- 
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tions without wondering whether the applicant 
going admitted the APA. 

The Board Directors gave good deal atten- 
tion the problems training clinical psychologists, 
This has been matter importance the APA and 
AAAP for some years; the current program the 
Veterans Administration and the prospective pro- 
gram the United States Public Health Service have 
increased its importance. rious aspects the 
problem have been considered past years the 
Division Clinical and Abnormal Psychology and 
the APA Committee Graduate and Professional 
Training, Committee Clinical Psychology, Com- 
mittee Standards for Psychological Service Cen- 
ters, and Committee University Department 
Chairmen. order coordinate the work these 
groups, the Board created new Committee the 
Training Clinical Psychologists. David Shakow 
was named chairman. The other members will 
named after consultation with the Division Clini- 
cal and Psychology. The Board re- 
quested the new committee fairly de- 
tailed description ideal curriculum for the 
graduate training clinical psychologists, and 
have that curriculum ready for consideration next 
September. The new committee’s second responsi- 
bility refine the list institutions approved for 
graduate training clinical psychology. The list 
will published the Committee Graduate and 
Professional Training the June AMERICAN 
CHOLOGIST. 

With increased number psychologists hang- 
ing out their shingles practicing psychologists, the 
question ethical standards coming more and 
more frequently. The APA has never had gen- 
erally accepted code ethical practices. order 
start consideration what should into such 
code, the Board authorized the appointment 
Committee Ethical Standards for Psychology. 
Nominations for the committee have been received 
from the divisions, but the members have not yet 
been named. The committee’s goal draft 
code ethics, but that goal will probably not 
reached for several years. The problem too com- 
plex solve hastily. Only careful consideration 
many groups over period some time can provide 
background for developing fair and workable code. 
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The first resonsibility the new committee see 
that these background discussions get started. 

Much the Board Director’s time was given 
the selection persons for nomination mem- 
bers various APA committees representatives 
other organizations. These recommendations will 
given the Council Representatives this sum- 
mer. 

The Board Editors met April the Hotel 
Pennsylvania New York City. Reports were re- 
ceived from each journal editor for the year 1946. 
The most important matter general policy con- 
sidered was the question whether APA journals 
should give early publication articles when the 
author willing pay all the costs. This has been 
done some the journals. 

Opponents the procedure claim that gives 
unfair advantage the person with money since 
allows him buy early publication. His poorer 
colleague has wait for his article appear its 
turn. 


Defenders the procedure claim two advantages 


for addition any advantage the author gets 
from having his article appear earlier than nor- 
mally would. First, increases the amount 
material that the subscriber gets. These articles are 
not included the number pages normally in- 
cluded each volume; they are extra pages. 


Second, decreases the lag publication for all 


articles received later, since gets some articles pub- 
lished without using any the journal’s normal 
quota pages. 

Last September joint meeting the Board 
Editors and the Committee Publications debated 
whether this policy should continued dropped. 
has since been considered the Committee 
Publications and the Board Editors separately. 
final agreement has been reached. Some mem- 
bers both groups still favor the policy; others op- 
pose it. The Council Representatives will 
asked next September decide the question 
matter general APA policy. 

The Policy and Planning Board met April 12-15 
Totowa, New Jersey, where Superintendent 
Meese the North Jersey Training School gener- 
ously provided meeting room and quarters for the 
members the Board. All members were present 
for the entire four days: Hilgard, 
Marion Bills, Secretary, Clarence Graham, Donald 
Marquis, Robert Sears, Laurance Shaffer, 
David Shakow, Ruth Tolman, and Lloyd Yepsen. 
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Since the Policy and Planning Board does not have 

worry about administrative detail, free 
devote its time considering larger perspective 
what good for psychology. This year’s meeting 
was concerned with the question, psy- 
chologist?” Most the four days discussion 
centered around attempts answer that question 
from the standpoints certification psychologists, 
accreditation training institutions, establishment 
APA membership requirements, establishment 
Civil Service employment requirements, selection 
titles designate psychologists military service, 
and kindred problems standards. was gener- 
ally agreed that the number different levels psy- 
chologists should few possible and uniform 
possible. Out this general policy there grew 
‘number specific recommendations. 
standard for certification psychologists states 
was recommended. change the minimum re- 
quirements for election Fellow the APA was 
recommended that they would the same the 
minimum for certification required the American 
Board Examiners Professional Psychology. 
The Board recommending that 1950 the mini- 
requirements for election Associate mem- 
ber the APA raised holding PhD psy- 
chology. Such change would not affect the status 
the present Associates. This change would make 
Associate membership requirements agree with the 
recommended requirements for state certification 
and with the minimum for employment profes- 
sional levels (P-4 and higher) being adopted 
number government agencies. 

Since some these changes would require amend- 
ing the present By-Laws, they cannot into effect 
they are approved the Council 
Representatives and voted upon the members. 
All APA members will have consider these 
changes. background for that consideration, 
they should read the report the Policy and Plan- 
ning Board’s discussion. will appear the June 
issue the AMERICAN 

All three board meetings were work sessions. The 
Board Directors and the Policy and Planning 
Board met morning, afternoon, and night. Between 
formal sessions, discussions went on, and reports 
were read, written, corrected, and criticized. The 
rapid expansion opportunities and responsibilities 
for psychologists and the rapid growth the Asso- 
ciation make much work for the officers and require
